Wilſeſt of men faith;1n the light of the Kings Countezante there is life ; and I believe thar 
co be the Morall of this Afreax Fable. 
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The Great ( ouncell of B IRDS, 

Pon a time the Birds met in Councell,, for redreſke of 
( | ſome cxtravagancies that had flowne unto the wolanil# 
Empire ; Nor was it the firſt time that Birds met thus; 
for the P hrygien Fabler tells us of divers meetings of theirs: And 
after himwe read that Apollonizs Thyanew, undertook the inter- 
Pretation of their language,and to be their Drozoman. 

They thus aſſembled in one great Covie by the call ofthe Faze . 
their unqueſtioned hereditary King, and by vertue of his Royall 
Authority, complaints were brought,that divers Cormorants aud 
Harpies, with other Birds of prey, had got in amongſtthem,wi'o 
did much annoy and-invade the publique liberty : | 6v8 other 
Birds were queſtioned, which cauſed ſome to take a timely flight Finch, &c 
to another ayre. 

As > were thus conſulting for advancement of the com- | 
mon good, many Rooks, Horne-Owles and Sea-Gulls flock'd toge- Ne arg 
ther, and fluttered about the place they were aſſembled in, where 
they kept a hideous noyſe, and committed many outrages, and 
nothing could ſatisfie them , but the Grifons head', which was 
therefore chopt off, and offered np-as a ſacrifice to make them x. Strat. 
leavetheir chattering, and to appeaſe their fury for the time. 

They fell foule afterwards upon the P7es, who were ufedto be Biſhops. 
much reverenced, andto fit upon the higheſt pearch in thar great 
Aſfembly :rhey called them Idolatrous and inauſpitious Birds, . 

_ they hatedtheir mixt colour, repined at their long traine, they 

tore their white feathers, and were ready to peck out their very 

eyes : they did what —— to put them in Owles feathers ( as 
the poore Sheep was inthe Wooifs skin) to make them the more 
hated,andtobe ſtar'd and hooted at whereſoeverthey paſſed. The 
Pies being thus ſcar'd, preſented a Petition to the royall Eagle, 
and tothis-his great Counſell, that they might be ſecured to re- 
paire ſafelyrhicher-o ſit and conlult-, accordingo the ancient 


Lawes 
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Yawes ofthc Polatell Empire continued ſo many ages without 
-Oatrollment or queſtion : in which Petition they inferted a Pro. 
ref or Caveat, thit no publique act ſhould paſle in the irterim, 
This Supplicztion, both for matrer and form , was excepred a- 
&211{t, aud cryed np to be bigh Treaſon, ſpecially thar indefinite 
Proteſt they had made, that no Act whatſoever ſhould be-of any 
validity without tgmwhichwas alleagedto derogate fromt!:c 
Hich Law-making power of that great Counſell, and rended to 
retard and diſturb tie great Aﬀaoirs which-were then in agitati= 
ON {the DOOTC PiEjS, 21S 1t by that Petition they had like the 
Black-bird voyded Lime to catch themſelves, for Turdus cacat [ibt 
malumgverc fuddenly hurried away into a Cage, and after ten 
long Moreths canvafſing of the point, they were w#pearch'd, and 
rendred for cver uncapable to be memoers of that Court, they 
were ſtruck dumb and voice-lefle, and ſuddenly blowne'up away 
thence,though withoutany force oft powder, as once was plotted 
agiinſt them. But this was done when a thin number of the ad- 
verſe Birds had kept ſtilktogether, ana ſtuck cloſe agairiftthem, 
and atrer thet the Bell concerning them had.been- orce -cjetet, 
which tbey humbly concerved by the ancient order of that 
Court could not be re-adinitted 1n the ſame Sefſion. -They peti- 
tioned from the place they were cooped in, that for heavens ſake, 
forthe honour of that noble Counſell, for Truth 'and Juſtice 
ſake, they being as free-born Denilons of -the-ayrie Regrom as 
any other 7o!atills whotlocver, their charge might-be perteftcd, 
that ſo they might be broughrto a legall-triall. and not forced ro 
languith in ſuch ciptivitie. They pleageatoÞavedonenothing 
but wit Ley had precedents tor : Anditouchwethd Cavcat rhey 

bad inſerted. it was athirg uſuall in every-inferipyr Court'of/ 
dicature,and had they torborn to have;done it; 'they:.had' breayed

and after-the revolution of toure ful} Moones,they were reſtored 
againto a conditionall liberty , under which rhey remaine t1ll 
his day, 
- There wants not ſome,who affirm,that in that great Counſell_ 
of Birds. therewere ſome Decoges (and 'tis well known where De. 11lland, 
coves were firft bred) who called in,not onely theſe mongrill ob- 
Rreperous Birds from abroad to commit ſuch outrages as were 
ſpoken of before, but drew afterthem alſo many of the greateſt 
Birds,who fate in that Aſſembly, to follow them whither they 
liſted : Others,who were of a more generom extration, difdained 
co be ſuch Buzzards, as'tobe carried away hood-wincked in that 
manner, to be Birdsof their feather, Thus a viſible fation was 
hatched in this great Counſel], as if the f:1d Decoyes had drfgor- 
gedand let tall ſome graines of Hemlgck ſeeds amongſt rhem to 
diſtemper their braines.' Or,is if ſome Spinturnix that fatall in- 
cendinry B:rd, or ſome ill-boding Scrarcb-Owle, which as {tories 
relltus appeared once at Romrwe,in a fimous , though unfortunate 
great Councell{when there was a {chiſme in the Popedome)had 
appeared likewtle here. Therewantednot alfo among(t them

ſtark naked, and as bare as Cootes, unleſlc he had feathered them ; 

fo that the little Ant was more gratefull to Eſeps Bird,then thoſe 

Birds were to thic Eazle, their liege Lord. But the high-borne

To mend a thing by 
demoliſhing it, is as curing a ſicke body by knocking him in 
the head : he told thenr it was eaſter far to pull downe, then build 
up 3 one may batter to pieces In one houre;that which cannot be 
built in age: That everlaſting Yi/aime, who burnt the Epheſian 
Temple, deſtroyed, as it were in atrice, what was a reating np 
ten long 0lympiads : He with'd them further to be very cautious 
how they meddled with the Angulars and Baſis of that royall 
Strutture ; for ſo they might prove as wiſe as thoſe ArchitedFs, 
who tooke out ſome of the foundation ſtones to repaire the reefe. Laſt- 
ly, he told them, that if they intended to pull downeany part of 
his now ſtanding Palace, they ſhould be well adviſed before hand 
ofthe faſhion whereof thoſe new pieces ſhould be, which they 
purpoſed to reare up inthe roomeof the old.
